DOES the public 
have unrealistic 
expectations of 
what their local 
council can achieve 
when extreme 
weather - such as 
the pre-Christmas 
blast - hits an area? 
That question has 
been posed by an 
older people’s char¬ 
ity and some Vale 
residents. 

During the wintry 
spell before Christmas 
the Vale Council worked 
hard to keep roads and 
services running as nor¬ 
mal. 

Ten glitters equipped 
with ploughs criss¬ 
crossed the Vale, seven 
JCBs removed snow 
from side streets and 
hilly areas and 200 salt 
bins were replenished. 

Social services staff 


also visited users’ 
homes, helped with 
Meals on Wheels, and 
kept residential care and 
home care services func¬ 
tioning. 

Derek Hooper from 
Barry contacted The 
GEM to argue that peo¬ 
ple should not expect the 
council to do everything 
and that action by resi¬ 
dents can make a big dif¬ 
ference too. 

He said: “Once again, 
during the recent bad 
weather, it was notice¬ 
able that the majority of 
residents who got out 
their shovels and pitched 
in to help one another 
were of the older gener¬ 
ation. 

“I recall the winters of 
1947 and 1963, when it 
seemed entire streets 
turned out to get stuck 
in. Alas, this is no longer 
the case because back 
then we had a sense of

community. 

“Complain about the 
local authority as much 
as you like - and I do 
quite often - but if 
more people got off their 
backsides and showed 
some old-fashioned 
gumption then pave¬ 
ments and roads would 
be cleared much quicker. 

“Remember, the local 
authority cannot do 
everything. We talk 
about our rights to this 
and that, but along with 
those rights go responsi¬ 
bilities - and too many 
people appear to have 
forgotten they go hand 
in hand.” 

The Plaid Cymru can¬ 
didate for the Vale Ian 
Johnson said that fol¬ 
lowing a meeting with 
Stephen Blakeman, the 
chair of a local flooding 
campaign group, he 
thought there may be a 
need to ‘re-prioritise’ 
gritting points in partic¬ 
ularly difficult areas 
because it would enable 
residents to make their 
own roads passable. 

Dr Johnson said: 
“While the snow that 
we’ve had recently 


‘BOXING DAY’ HUNT 
BEATS THE SNOW 

THE traditional Boxing Day meeting of 
the Glamorgan Hunt had to contend with 
one or two difficulties this year. 

First, it actually took place on December 27, 
and second, snow and ice meant that it was 
unsafe for horses. However, supporters were out 
in force for the occasion. (See page 6 for pictures. 
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looks very pretty and 
can be fun for the Mds to 
play in, it causes serious 
problems for older peo¬ 
ple and those who are 
socially isolated.” 

Mr Blakeman added: 
“Obviously, the Vale 
Council has to prioritise 
major roads when grit¬ 
ting, but additional grit 
points in areas most like¬ 
ly to be affected by snow 
makes it easier for local 
residents to deal with the 
snow themselves - 
rather than wait for a 
gritter to come along. 

“We need to include 
this in our forward plan¬ 
ning, so that the elderly 
and those with cars on 
residential roads can 
travel safely.” 

Research from the 
older people’s charity. 
Independent Age, seems 
to back up Mr Hooper’s 
argument that people 
could be more pro¬ 
active. 

The research showed 
that the public has unre¬ 
alistic expectations of 
councils clearing pave¬ 
ments this winter and 
they are often left 
untouched during severe 
weather conditions. 

The charity says it 
means thousands of 
older people find them¬ 
selves at risk of injury or 
unable to leave their 
homes for days or weeks 
at a time as ungritted 
pavements are left in a 
blanket of ice and snow. 

Independent Age 
director of policy, Simon 
Bottery, said: “Our 
research shows that it's 
time for a grown-up 
debate between resi¬ 
dents and councils about 
what is really going to 
happen during spells of 
snow and ice. 

“With councils facing 
27 per cent cuts in fund¬ 
ing over the next few 
years, we may all have 
to accept that their serv¬ 
ices are unlikely to 
expand and that we need 
to pull together as com¬ 
munities to help.” 

According to the 
Independent Age survey, 
half of us expect either 
local or national govern¬ 
ment to clear winter ice 
and snow from the pave¬ 
ments outside our 
homes, despite the fact 
that councils rarely grit 
more than a few of their 


main pedestrian areas. 

Independent Age said 
it is calling for councils 
to be clearer about what 
people can expect dur¬ 
ing the winter weather 
and for them to issue 
advice encouraging, 
rather than discouraging, 
people to lend a helping 
hand. 

The charity adds it is 
vital that families and 
neighbours understand 
the problems faced by 
older people, allowing 
them to step in and take 
action if necessary. 

That may mean help¬ 
ing to clear snow and ice 
themselves, offering a 
neighbour a lift in a car, 
or offering to do the 
shopping for an older 
person who may be 
struggling to get out. 


‘Deep sadness’ at 
death of Mayoress 


THE Mayoress of Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian, Mrs Janet 
Legg, has died in hospital. 

The Mayor, Coun Len Taylor, 
who first met Mrs Legg at 
Cowbridge Bowls Club in 2008, said 
he had been deeply saddened by the 
news. 

Coun Taylor said: “Janet died at 
the University Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff on January 2. 

“Until she was diagnosed with 
leukaemia and started chemothera¬ 
py treatment at the end of October, 
she had performed her role as 
Mayoress with grace and distinc¬ 
tion. 

“She will be sorely missed by all 
those who knew her.” 


Mrs Legg was widowed several 
years ago, and is survived by her son 
Russell Legg and daughter Claire 
Davies. 

Coun Taylor said: “Janet was an 
active member of Cowbridge Bowls 
Club, which was how I got to know 
her. She was also a member of 
Ystradowen WI.” 

Coun Taylor said that Mrs Legg 
had been a big support during his 
period in office. 

“When we discussed which chari¬ 
ty I should support for the year, 
Janet was keen to help Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 2010 - her grand¬ 
son-in-law works as a PE teacher at 
the school.”

Knock-on effect 
for local family 
businesses? 


A S we know, 
Waitrose is 
hoping to 

come to Cowbridge. 
Recently, the R S 
Bird family organ¬ 
ised an exhibition of 
the plans that are 
being put forward 
for their site in the 
town, allowing 
townsfolk to see the 
proposals, discuss 
points and to leave 
comments. 

It was a generous ges¬ 
ture for the family to set 
up the consultation, 
which allowed the public 
to speak with Waitrose 
staff and representatives. 

Waitrose state that 
they want to attract more 
people to Cowbridge - 
to do their food shopping 
in Waitrose and, with 
two hours of free park¬ 
ing, visitors can then 
avail themselves of the 
other shops and busi¬ 
nesses in the town, - the 
cafes, dress and gift 
shops etc. 

However, all the fami¬ 
ly-owned provision 
shops in Cowbridge are 
being faced with the pos¬ 
sibility of going out of 
business by the introduc¬ 
tion of another national 
chain supermarket in 
their midst. 

Cowbridge has three 


supermarkets and there 
are several large super¬ 
markets, all within a 10- 
minute drive, which 
already make life diffi¬ 
cult for our local shops. 
Eventually Cowbridge 
will lose its individual 
character and end up 
having more and more 
national chains that have 
no connection with the 
town. 

The Birds are a local 
family hoping to contin¬ 
ue making use of their 
assets, wishing to retain 
their ownership of the 
land on which Waitrose 
will have a lease. 

This is perfectly 
understandable, but it 
would be a dreadful 
shame if the knock-on 
effect was, that the other 
family-owned businesses 
in Cowbridge may lose 
their livelihoods as a 
result, with the arrival of 
Waitrose. 

In addition, according 
to statistics, there is 1.5 
per cent unemployment 
in the Cowbridge area, 
so many of the 120 who 
will work at Waitrose 
will need to get here 
from elsewhere. 

My understanding is 
that they will not be 
allowed to park in the 
Waitrose car park, so 
where will they park?

THE Welsh govern¬ 
ment will review its 
plans for an 
Aerospace Business 
Park once the 
future of MoD St 
Athan is decided by 
the Ministry of 
Defence, a Plaid 
AM has been told. 

Plaid Cymru’s finance 
spokesperson, Chris 
Franks, discussed the 
future of the St Athan 
base during a meeting 
with Deputy First 
Minister leuan Wyn 
Jones at the Senedd. 

The South Wales 
Central AM met with 
leuan Wyn Jones after 
he received a letter from 


Llanmaes Community 
Council about future 
development at St 
Athan. 

Mr Franks said: “I 
was told that the shape 
and size of the aerospace 
park business park will 
have to change because 
the Westminster govern¬ 
ment scrapped the large 
scale defence training 
development that was 
proposed at St Athan. 

“Many residents wish 
to know what is the 
future of the site. 

“We all know that the 
UK Government has 
promised a further deci¬ 
sion next spring, but 
from bitter experience, 
no-one has any faith in 
promises regarding St 


Athan. I also raised 
local concerns regarding 
the possibility of a large 
scale housing develop¬ 
ment if the aerospace 
park does not go ahead.” 

In a letter to 
Assembly Members 
Llanmaes Community 
Council have suggested 
that consideration could 
be given to constructing 
all of the Defence 
Training College 'within 
the wire" thereby allevi¬ 
ating the need for acqui¬ 
sition of additional land 
around the site. 

In a written Assembly 
question on St Athan, 
the Deputy First 
Minister leuan Wyn 
Jones stated: “The 
Aerospace Business 


Park (ABP) development 
at St Athan received out¬ 
line planning permission 
on December 1, 2009. 

“The plans envisage a 
phased development 
over a 20-year time 
frame, subject to market 
demand. 

“We remain commit¬ 
ted to developing the 
ABP in partnership with 
the private sector but 
may need to review the 
scale and shape, 
depending on what fur¬ 
ther plans the MoD 
announces in spring 
2011. 

“We continue to 
receive interest in the 
site from aerospace com¬ 
panies through our mar¬ 
keting activities."

No closure date 
set for the Vale 
magistrates court 


A DECISION on 
how long it will 
take to close the 
Vale magistrates 
court in Barry, will 
depend on discus¬ 
sions with trade 
unions - and how 
quickly cases can 
be moved to 
Cardiff without dis¬ 
ruption. 

Ninety three magis¬ 
trates’ courts in Wales 
and England are now 
earmarked for closure, 
and the earliest that any 
court will cease dispens¬ 
ing justice will be in 
April. 

The GEM under¬ 
stands that local staff 
have yet to hear when 
the court will officially 
close. 

The fact that the Vale 
Magistrates Court sits 
five days a week means

that it may take longer to 
work out the process of 
closure than part-time 
courts in other parts of 
Wales or England. 

A spokesman for Her 
Majesty’s Court Service 
stated: “Now decisions 
have been made, we can 
begin to develop the 
implementation plans 
for closures, including 
discussions with the 
trade unions and staff. 

“Wfe expect the first 
courts to close in April 
2011. Some courts would 
be very straight-forward 
to close because they sit 
very infrequently and are 
not run as separate enti¬ 
ties. 

“"We will work closely 
with staff and ‘Bench 
Chairs’ to decant work 
into receiving courts 
effectively without dis¬ 


ruption to services.” 

Alun Cairns, the Vale 
MP, has said that he 
plans to meet the 
Minister responsible 
Jonathan Djanoglye in a 
few days time to make a 
final plea for the court’s 
future. 

Mr Djanogly argues 
that reform of the court 
estate will deliver a 
modern, efficient justice 
system “with victims and 
witnesses at its centre”. 

He has pledged a 
£22million investment 
to modernise the stream¬ 
lined court system. 

Mr Djanogly added: 
“Access to justice is not 
just about access to 
buildings. It’s about the 
type of justice delivered, 
decent facilities for vic¬ 
tims and witnesses and 
efficient use of the sys¬ 
tem.”

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Protecting the 
vulnerable as 
the cuts bite 


T he 

Christmas 
break always 
gives the space to 
think, read, discuss 
and plan for the 
challenges, oppor¬ 
tunities and respon¬ 
sibilities of the new 
year ahead. 

This year has been no 
exception, especially 
with the time spent at 
home with the family, or 
out enjoying walks in 
Barry and the rest of the 
Vale. Thank goodness 
we have Valeways to 
guide us in excellently- 
planned walks, such as 
the one 20 of us did on 
Boxing Day through the 
snow and ice! 

Keeping in touch at 
the office and via the 
Blackberry, we were 
able to pick up issues 
and problems faced by 
many people as a result 
of the snow in the days 
leading up to Christmas 
until the thaw last week, 
but there will be many 
more to deal with this 
week and at my first sur¬ 
gery of the year on 
Friday, January 7 at 115 
High Street, Barry from 
4pm-6pm. 

Our thanks must go to 
all those who worked so 
hard throughout the cold 
weather to support the 
vulnerable, to clear the 
roads, treat patients, care 
for the elderly, deal with 
heating problems and 
many emergencies. 

However, there has 
been time to prepare for 
the year ahead with the 
Welsh Assembly budget 
debates in January and 
February, the campaign 
for the March 3 
Referendum to give 
Wales more powers over 
legislation - and, of 
course, the forthcoming 
Assembly elections in 
May for its fifth term, 
after 12 years of devolu¬ 
tion in Wales. 

My focus as a 
Minister is on the budget 
and I have found a num¬ 
ber of my Christmas 
books very helpful. In 
the book Crisis and 
Recovery: Ethics, econo¬ 
my and Justice, Rowan 
Williams and Larry 
Elliot bring together a 
broad range of commen¬ 
tators on the current 
financial challenges we 
face. 

They say: “The finan¬ 
cial crisis is about more 
than money. It is also 
about morality, casting 
an uncomfortable light 
on the links between the 
activities of bankers and 
the wellbeing of society 
as a whole. The idea 
that economics is moral¬ 
ly neutral or that finance 
should be above ethical 
scrutiny deserves to be 
challenged. ” 

This collection of 
essays should be essen¬ 
tial reading for any 
finance minister, but also 
for those who scrutinise 
us as well. There has 
been much comment 
over the holiday period 
of the wisdom and /or 
risk of the UK 
Government’s 2010 June

and October budgets and 
their impacts on the 
economy, as well as peo¬ 
ple’s lives as fuel duty 
increases 0.76p a litre on 
both petrol and diesel, 
banks pay a 0.05 per 
cent levy on their bal¬ 
ance sheets, rising to 
0.075 per cent in 2012, 
and VAT rises to 20 per 
cent this week. 

This is where we 
come in to consider our 
responsibilities and our 
room for manoeuvre in 
Wales in managing a 
budget, handed down to 
us by the Westminster 
Government with a 
£860m cut next year and 
our budget will be lower 
by £1.8b^n over the next 
three years with a 40 per 
cent cut to our capital 
funds. 

That is why we have 
to be clear about our 
ethics and responsibili¬ 
ties to protect the vulner¬ 
able and to support the 
fragile economic recov¬ 
ery and the educational 
entitlements of our 
young people. 

It is the assessment of 
the Institute of Fiscal 
Studies that “90 per cent 
of the Spending Review 
package is regressive.” 

Their analysis of the 
June 2010 budget was 
that the tax and benefit 
changes are regressive 
rather than progressive. 
“The poorest 30 per cent 
of households are feeling 
more of the pain than the 
top 2 per cent.” 

So our budget is all 
the more important for 
us to protect, defend and 
safeguard our public 
services in Wales, as far 
as we are able, and in 
doing so, support the 
economic renewal of 
Wales. 


As well as deciding 
that Welsh students will 
not pay extra tuition 
fees, we have decided to 
keep the educational 
maintenance allowances 
and support people who 
are made redundant with 
the ReAct II programme 
which will come into 
force on April 1 in 
Wales. 

The new programme 
will be providing an 
increased wage subsidy 
to employers who recruit 
a redundant person, as 
long as the job provides 
a minimum of 25 hours 
work a week or more. 

At the end of January, 
the Child Trust Fund 
which has given each 
new-born child £250 
will be scrapped by the 
UK Government. 

In Wales, we intro¬ 
duced a Welsh premium 
of £50 to the scheme for 
all eligible children liv¬ 
ing in Wales and our 
scheme further topped 
up the accounts of low 
income families by a 
further £50. 

We have looked for 
ways to continue to sup¬ 
port children who are 
most in need, as this 
Trust Fund sought to do, 
providing an important 
financial asset for the 
future and have decided 
to target our funds for 
disabled and looked after 
children with an addi¬ 
tional £3m invested in 
the coming years. 

There are many other 
ways we are seeking to 
use our powers and 
resources to safeguard, 
adapt and develop 
schemes and pro¬ 
grammes that are work¬ 
ing in Wales, to protect 
the vulnerable and sup¬ 
port our public services; 
such as the £110m fund¬ 
ing I announced before 
Christmas for the NHS. 

This will enable more 
care to be delivered clos¬ 
er to people’s homes, 
ease demand on hospital 
treatment, and help the 
NHS as it comes under 
added winter pressures. 

I believe, and hope, 
that these measures will 
bear the hallmark of a 
government in Wales 
that seeks to be ethical 
and just, whilst playing 
its part in the reduction 
of the deficit.

The Vale returns 
to normal after 
heavy snowfalls 


FOLLOWING the pre- 
Christmas snowfall, 
which brought disruption 
to the Vale, normal serv¬ 
ices slowly resumed in the 
lead up to the New Year. 

Vale Council services were 
back to normal by December 27. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Our refuse and recycling teams 
worked tirelessly over the 
Christmas and New Year period, 
making collections every day 
when the weather allowed. 

“All refuse and recycling 
arrangements are now back to 
normal, however we’d advise 
people to check their recycling 
calendars to make sure they’re 
aware of which items are due to 
be picked up on their next sched¬ 
uled recycling day in January, 
and which they'll need to hold on 
to until the appropriate week. 

“Our fleet of ten gritters, 
assisted by seven JCBs, and our 
hardworking teams were out 
constantly during the snow to 
clear routes around the Vale. 

“Our 200 plus salt bins were 
refilled as often as possible, 
where needed. 

“Social services continued to 
provide essential services during 


the snow, assisted by the coun¬ 
cil’s visible services department 
where access was an issue. 

“This included the use of 
4x4s for the Meals on Wheels 
service for Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day with normal service 
resumed once the snow and ice 
had cleared.” 

In some parts of Barry there 
were calls for the Vale Council 
to re-examine its policy on grit 
bins with the northern part of the 
town still in the grip of snow 
when it had melted elsewhere 
(see letters page 2). 

Sporting fixtures were frozen 
off due to the poor weather, but 
other annual events took place as 
normal. 

Undaunted by the extremes of 
weather, swimmers in Barry 
ventured into the freezing waters 
not once, but twice - for a 
Boxing Day dip and New Year’s 
Day swim. 

The traditional Boxing Day 
Glamorgan Hunt, which starts 
off in Cowbridge, was held this 
year on December 27 - again 
due to the weather. When the 
hunt did meet up, it drew a large 
crowd of spectators.

She wanted me to have 
a posh job with nice, 
and well-mannered people, 
rather than one with 
fish merchants and fish 
mongers!” 

At that time, in 
1948, Mr Adams was 
on a weekly wage of 
£2, 3s, 2d. But his 
father tempted him 
with a significant wage 
rise to £3. 

“I took up the offer 
and began working 
with my father at 16 
Glebe Street. My moth¬ 
er wasn’t too happy.” 

In 1973, he bought 
Ashton Eishmongers 
based in Cardiff 
Central Market - a 
family business which 


had been established in 
1800. 

Mr Adams has 
served on a number 
industry bodies over 
the years - for 10 years 
he was treasurer of the 
National Eederation of 
Eishmongers; he served 
on the Seafish Industry 
Authority board, and 
was chairman of its 
technology committee, 
and a member of the 
whitefish and shellfish 
committees too. 

During his career he 
has sourced fish - 
sometime exotic vari¬ 
eties - from as far 
afield as the 
Mediterranean, Alaska, 
Chile and the 
Seychelles. 

News of the award 
delighted Mr Adams. 

“I knew in mid- 
November, when I got 
a letter from the caW- 
net office nominating 
me, but had to keep it 
strictly confidential. 

“It was a surprise, 
but nice to be recog¬ 
nised.” 

The family’s 
involvement in the 
fishing industry has 
continued into a fifth 
generation with sons 
Jonathan and Nicholas 
who are co-owners of 
Ashton Eishmongers in 
Cardiff.

PORPOISES 
DIED IN 
‘LEGAL’ NETS 


TWO porpoises that 
were found trapped in 
nets at Aberthaw died 
in an “unfortunate” 
incident - according 
to the findings of an 
Assembly report. 

The Rural Affairs 
Minister Elin Jones AM, 
recently reported back to 
Plaid Cymm AM Chris 
Franks, regarding the 
deaths of porpoises and 
smooth hounds sharks at 
Aberthaw beach. 

In September, 2010, 
17 dead fish were seen on 
the beach after they were 
trapped by trammel nets. 

Mr Franks, who rep¬ 
resents the Vale, 
Rhondda Cynon Taf and 
Cardiff, said: “I am 
pleased that Elin Jones 
has investigated these 
deaths. It was reported 
that up to 15 smooth 
hounds, a type of shark 
and two porpoises were 
trapped in the nets.” 

In her letter, Elin Jones 
described the incident as 
“unfortunate”. 

She replied: “I can 
confirm that one of my 
fisheries enforcement 
officials was on routine 
patrol at Aberthaw on 
September 29 when an 
angler brought the pres¬ 
ence of two harbour por¬ 
poises to his attention. 

“They had become 
entangled in a fixed gill 
net, which has been set 


out legitimately and in 
accordance with the reg¬ 
ulations in the intertidal 
zone. 

“A number of other 
fish were present, mainly 
smooth hound and one or 
two whitefish. Smooth 
hounds are relatively 
common throughout 
Welsh coastal waters and 
all around the UK, espe¬ 
cially in the south and 
west. 

“The porpoises were 
extracted from the net 
and a local cetacean res¬ 
cue charity was contact¬ 
ed to arrange collection 
for possible autopsy by 
the National History 
Museum. 

“My officials working 
in south Wales report 
that, in their experience, 
cetacean capture in 
intertidal fixed nets is a 
very rare occurrence in 
south Wales. 

“My officials further 
report the porpoises had 
been caught accidentally 
in a legally set net, which 
was appropriately 
marked and was of cor¬ 
rect mesh size. 

“Fishery regulations 
in Wales have stricter 
netting controls than 
anywhere else in the UK, 
but unfortunately unin¬ 
tentional by-catch inci¬ 
dents such as these can 
sometimes occur. ”

Striding into the new 
year in festival mood! 


T he Festival 
of Winter 
Walks on 

New Year’s Eve saw 
16 walkers and 
dogs Jodie, Bronte 
and Bracken turn¬ 
ing out to join their 
leaders John and 
Janet at Cosmeston 
on a rather dull, 
dry and fairly 
warm morning. 

The mood was high 
and everyone who had 
not taken part in a previ¬ 
ous festival walk seemed 
delighted to be out 
enjoying some fresh air 
and freedom, although it 
was very muddy under¬ 
foot after the snow had 
thawed. 

During medieval 
times, Cosmeston was 
once an area of fields 
and farmland, although 
it was poor for growing 
crops because of under¬ 
lying limestone and nat¬ 
ural springs that kept the 
land wet. 

Between the 1890s 
and 1970, there was an 
active commercial lime¬ 
stone quarry that served 
the nearby concrete fac¬ 
tory, and even then the 
area was constantly 
pumped to keep it dry. 

After the Schooner 
Inn was built, the pump¬ 
ing ceased and the area 
was allowed to fill natu¬ 



rally with spring water, 
creating the lakes that 
we see now, which are 
up to 60 feet deep. 

Taking the dog-route 
past the lovely thatched 
cottages in the medieval 
village, with sheep graz¬ 
ing in the meadow, the 
group made their way 
into fields past the ruins 
of the old dovecote. 

Climbing gently on 
their muddy route 
towards Home Farm, 
they made their way 
around the bam to the 
grassy triangle at the 
junction of Cog Road 
and Sully Road. 

Here they viewed the 
ancient stone well that 
was found when work¬ 
men came to erect a traf¬ 
fic sign, almost in the 
spot where the then hid¬ 
den well was located. 

They drilled down, 
found the well and 
ended up having to 
move the sign onto terra 
firma to make it secure! 

A short walk down 
Cog Road led them past 


the Sully Inn and the vil¬ 
lage church dedicated to 
St John the Baptist, 
which dates back to 
around 1093 when, dur¬ 
ing the Norman 
Conquest, Reginald de 
Sully from France, 
obtained the Manor of 
Sully and founded the 
church. 

The group headed 
south and followed the 
coastal path through the 
sports ground to reach 
the lane which they fol¬ 
lowed to Swanbridge 
and paused for refresh¬ 
ment while gazing at 
nearby Sully Island, con¬ 
nected to the mainland 
by a rocky causeway 
which is only accessible 
at low tide. 

This coastline boasts 
the second highest rise 
and fall of tide in the 
world and many lives 
have been lost over the 
years, with people not 
wanting to be marooned, 
trying to cross and being 
swept away. 

Swanbridge was for 


several hundred years a 
commercial harbour and 
port, and cargo was 
taken to Cardiff via St 
Mary’s Well Road. 

The group walked 
past Sully House and the 
entire length of St 
Mary’s Well Bay Road 
to cross Lavemock Road 
and re-enter Cosmeston 
Park. 

On January 8, please 
note the change to the 
planned programme 
walk, which will now be 
done in reverse order. 

Meet at 8.45am at 
Cogan to travel to the 
Storey Arms to catch a 
bus into Brecon Town, 
before the linear eight- 
mile moderate walk 
back; contact Barrie on

On January 9, meet at 
9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for a 9.5-mile 
easy/moderate walk at 
Kenfig and Porthcawl;

T his is a

At the very least, it 
would mean even 
deeper cut-backs in 
the future - or even 
worse, the downgrad¬ 
ing of the country’s 
credit rating, which 
would make it more 
difficult for the nation 
to finance its needs.

This would lead to 
even higher charges on 
our debts and ulti¬ 
mately could lead to a 
government failing to 
pay its dues. 

We’ve seen this 
partly in Ireland and 
Greece and are told 
that Spain and 
Portugal could follow 
suit. 

The cut-backs they 
have experienced will 
be much harsher than 
ours. 

There is a tendency 
to blame the banks. 
Certainly, they need to 
accept their responsi¬ 
bility. 

However, I think 
that the last govern¬ 
ment, who were 
responsible for regu¬ 
lating the banks, need 
to accept their role in 
allowing the nation to 
be exposed in such a 
way. 

REPAYING 
THE DEBT 

Therefore, banks do 
need to help repay the 
debt through addition¬ 
al levies. 

It is also fair to 
note that simply taxing 
them to a level where 
they would be uncom¬ 
petitive or to drive 
some of the best busi¬ 
ness brains to 
Switzerland, would not 
be in the nation’s 
interest. 

For those reasons, I 
am absolutely certain 
that as so many predict 
a tough year ahead, we 
all have our part to 
play, including 
bankers.

New housing report 
offers detailed view 
of the rural Vale

A NEW report into 
housing needs in 
the rural Vale 
paints a picture of 
an area where the 
vast majority own 
their own homes. 

However, it also 
appears that a high num¬ 
ber of homes are occu¬ 
pied by older people 
only, living either alone 
or as couples. One in 
three of the houses in 
the rural Vale fall into 
this category. 

The RAHN report,

which was recently pre¬ 
sented to the cabinet of 
the Vale Council, is pri¬ 
marily based on a Rural 
Housing Need Survey 
which was sent to more 
than 20,000 households 
who are defined as 
being in a “more rural 
area”. 

In reality, this meant 
postcodes outside Barry 
and Penarth. 

There were responses 
from 4,954 households 
out of a total of 22,071. 

The survey revealed 
that the rural Vale has a 
very high proportion of 
people who own their 
home - 83 per cent 

were owner occupiers. 

It also revealed that 
44.3 per cent of house¬ 
holds have detached 
properties, much higher 
than the county average 
of 26.7 per cent. 

There were 10.5 per 
cent private renters and 
6.0 per cent social 
renters, with Pendoylan 
and St. Athan recording 
notably high levels of 
social renting house¬ 
holds. 

However, almost a 
third of households in St 
Georges-super-Ely are 


in the private rented sec¬ 
tor. 

Almost a third (32.5 
per cent) of households 
contain older person(s) 
only, while 28.5 per cent 
contain children. 

The highest propor¬ 
tions of older person- 
only households are 
found in Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian, 
Peterston-super-Ely and 
Dinas Powys, while 
Pendoylan, Welsh St 
Donats and Llancarfan 
contain the highest pro¬ 
portion of households 
containing children. 

Overcrowding in the 
rural Vale is described 
as very low, at 0.8 per 
cent, compared to the 
county average of 1.5 
per cent. 

Conversely under¬ 
occupation is higher 
than the figure for the 
Vale as a whole (54.4 
per cent compared to 
45.1 per cent). 

A total of 11.3 per 
cent of households in 
the study area have 
moved to their current 
home in the last two 
years. 

St Athan and St 
Brides Major show the 


highest levels of 
turnover in the last two 
years. 

Information from the 
Land Registry indicates 
that the average sale 
price of a dwelling in 
the Vale was £124,848 
in the fourth quarter of 
2009, above the national 
average. 

Although prices have 
not yet recorded a large 
decrease in response to 
the economic downturn, 
the number of dwellings 
sold is still small - com¬ 
pared to historic levels. 

Three price markets 
were identified for 
owner-occupation in the 
rural Vale. It was found 
that entry-level prices 
ranged around £118,500 
for a two-bedroom 
home in the coastal 
area, to up to £350,000 
for a four-bedroomprop- 
erty in the east and rural 
area. 

Entry-level rents in 
the private sector varied 
from £104 per week for 
a one-bedroom home up 
to £183 per week for a 
four-bedroom property. 

Social rents were sig¬ 
nificantly lower than 
this, at an average of 
£59 per week for a one- 
bedroom property, ris¬ 
ing to £72 for a four 
bedroom property.

PETER WEIR’S FIRST FILM SINCE 2003 IS 
NOT QUITE WORTH THE WAIT AS... 


The Way Back makes 
for a mundane journey 


T here are 
directors who 
barely pause 
for breath between 
projects, moving 
from one film to 
another as if their 
lives depended on 
it; however, there 
are others who, for 
a myriad of rea¬ 
sons, are far more 
selective when it 
comes to their 
Aims. 

Terrence Malick is 
perhaps the most notable 
of these, averaging a 
film every seven years, 
yet Peter Weir isn’t that 
far behind him, the 
Australian director hav¬ 
ing shied away from the 
big screen since 2003’s 
Master and Commander. 

However, Weir makes 
his return with The Way 
Back, set in a Siberian 
gulag in 1940. It stars 
Jim Sturgess as Janusz, a 
Polish soldier who finds 
himself ensconced in the 
gulag and sentenced to 
hard labour. 

Deciding he wants to 
escape, he teams up with 
several other men 
(among them Colin 
Farrell and Ed Harris) in 
order to do so; but hav¬ 
ing escaped the gulag, 
the men find that they 
might not be able to 
escape the elements as 
they begin the long and 
arduous trek to India, 
and hopeful salvation... 

Peter Weir’s seeming 
allergy to regular film- 
making means that when 
he does take on a project 
the feeling is that it is 
going to be something 
special; after all, films 


such as The Truman 
Show, Gallipoli and 
Picnic at Hanging Rock 
are easily classics in 
their own right. 

So the fact that Weir 
agreed to take charge of 
this hugely inspiring 
story (the origins of 
which have been ques¬ 
tioned since the film’s 
release) obviously meant 
that The Way Back 
would be a film that 
would live in the exalted 
company of the above 
mentioned films... 
except it doesn’t. 

Instead, the end prod¬ 
uct has the class and 
skill you would expect 
from a director of Weir’s 
calibre, yet the story 
itself, no matter how 
impressive, comes 
across as quite dull and 
formulaic, spoiling what 
could have been a really 
good film. 

The fault certainly 
doesn’t lie with Weir in 
visual terms, the director 
always having a wonder¬ 
ful eye and here, given 
long landscapes and vis¬ 
tas to work with, he cre¬ 
ates a film that is visual¬ 
ly gorgeous. 

Given that the film 
was produced in part by 
National Geographic, 
you can see where the 
inspiration comes from, 
the film resembling at 
times one you would 
find on their channel, 
with Weir’s direction 
lending them a hugely 
cinematic feel. 

The Siberian waste¬ 
lands and the Gobi 
desert are framed with 
such elegance that Weir 
more than holds up his 
end of the bargain, the 
film looking stunning -

story’s translation to 
screen wasn’t handled 
with the same amount of 
care. 

It certainly starts 
strong, the opening 
showing how Janusz has 
been betrayed by a wife 
who has suffered 
unimaginable tortures to 
make her talk about her 
husband, and our first 
impression of life in the 
gulag hitting home 
strongly; but after that 
the usual meeting of 
loose allies with a com¬ 
mon goal begins and it 
bears little difference to 
the many other ‘break¬ 
out’ films that you’ve 
seen. 

You have the noble 
hero Janusz, the stoical 
one (Ed Harris’ Mr 
Smith), the loose cannon 
who may or may not be 
trusted (Earrell’s Valka) 
and a rag tag mob of 
secondary characters. 

Where Keith R Clarke 
and Weir’s screenplay 
doesn’t work is in draw¬ 
ing any tension out of 
the group. A pre-credit 
caption informs us that 
three men make it to 
India, so we’re aware 
that we’ll be losing cast 
members on the way, but 
rather than play up the 
inter-group relationships, 
instead the pair only 
rarely mine that particu¬ 
lar strand, the film 
instead blandly concen¬ 
trating on heroism rather 
than the dynamics of this 
group of men struggling 
to escape. 

Similarly, given that 
they have escaped from 
the gulag, there are very 
few moments of any 
genuine peril for the 


group, no threat of being 
caught or found by the 
Russians who impris¬ 
oned them. 

While it may well 
indeed be closer to the 
tale spun by Slavomir 
Rawicz, upon whose 
book the film is based, it 
is very dull in story¬ 
telling terms, making it 
feel episodic and lacking 
in verve and surprise. 

The performances 
help to elevate the film 
to a degree, with 
Sturgess in the lead 
doing an engaging turn 
as the film’s key protag¬ 
onist. Telling the story 
from his point of view 
and showing his desire 
to eventually return 
home makes him the 
most engaging character 
here, and Sturgess’ per¬ 
formance is solid and 
rootable, the instigator 
of this plan to escape 
taking on more and more 
responsibility as things 
start to go out of control 
for the group. 

Similarly, Ed Harris is 
never less than a watch- 
able onscreen presence, 
and his turn as Mr 
Smith, an American cap¬ 
tured by the Russians, is 
just that, the grizzled 
character softening as 
the group’s journey goes 
on. 

The rest of the cast 
are just there to make up 
the numbers, though 
Colin Earrell is com¬ 
pelling though under¬ 


written as the criminal 
who forces his way into 
Janusz’s plans, while 
Saoirse Ronan offers a 
pleasing yet slight turn 
as a girl the group find 
on their way. 

But despite the best 
efforts of the cast, it 
doesn’t help them that 
the script makes you feel 
emotionally distant from 
them and their aims. 

It is the inability to 
draw emotion, the lack 
of conflict and an engag¬ 
ing story that make The 
Way Back a somewhat 
less-than-compelling 
piece of work. 

While Weir’s visual 
abilities make it a won¬ 
drous sight to behold, 
the script’s weaknesses 
make it a disappointing 
return for the director, 
and an underwhelming 
film in general. 

VERDICT: 

Something of a letdown, 
given the prestige of the 
director. The Way Back 
makes for a pretty mun¬ 
dane and lifeless jour¬ 
ney, save for Peter 
Weir’s gorgeous visuals 
and some solid perform¬ 
ances from the likes of 
Jim Sturgess, Ed Harris 
and Colin Earrell. 

Too much journey and 
not enough conflict and 
drama makes this a dull 
take on an engaging 
story. Average.

8 contingent for the first 
time, and again she came 
out with flying colours, 
taking second place to 
the outstanding pre¬ 
event favourite, year-8 
Rosa Yates of Brynteg. 

Although there were 
76 Vale girls in a field of 
284 finishers, only four 
more achieved top 20 
places: year-8 pupils Ana 
Mirza-Davies (Stanwell, 
12th), Nadine James

(Cowbridge, 16th) and 
year-7 Emily Wooster 
(Stanwell, 15th).
